1 . Applicant's arguments filed April 03, 2003 have been fully considered and they 
are deemed to be persuasive. 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for Allowance: 

The closest prior art of records Colyer (U.S. Patent No. 6,023,722) and Allison et 
al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,167,032 and Allison hereinafter) do not disclose, teach or 
suggest the claimed limitations of (in combination with all other features in the claim), a 
method for detecting and reacting to changes in depth of one or more queues which 
store messages processed by tasks executing in a computer system, which includes 
setting a high threshold of a depth of the queue to a first value; setting a low threshold 
of a depth of the queue to a second value lower than the first value; detecting when the 
depth of the queue equals or exceeds the high threshold; raising the high threshold by a 
predetermined increment each time the depth of the queue equals or exceeds the high 
threshold; selectively adjusting the low threshold when the depth of the queue equals or 
exceeds the high threshold as claimed in claims 1 ,5,10 and 14.
